READING Room.—The summer months have seen considerable alterations 
in the Reading Room. New windows have been placed in the galleries, made 
to open and filled with translucent glass. The result is a very marked im- 
provement in the lighting and ventilation of the room.

The displaced portraits have been 
re-hung in the corridor and on the stairs by the new rooms in the North Wing, 
where they can now be seen to much better advantage. 


NonconFormist History Room.—A new research room has been fitted 
up in the North Wing for students of nonconformist history. Complete sets 
of the publications of the various nonconformist historical societies have 
already been placed in this room, which is now available for students. 
General histories of nonconformity, and monographs on particular churches 
and districts are in process of classification and arrangement in the room. 


BAXTER’s WORLDS OF SPIRITS.—In No. 3 of the Bulletin, June, 1922, we 
reproduced two variant title-pages for Baxter’s ‘‘Certainty of the Worlds of 
Spirits” (1691). A third variant has since come to light, of which we have 
been fortunate in acquiring a copy. We now reproduce all three title-pages 
for comparison. ~There seems little doubt that what we have called the first, 
is the title as originally drafted and probably roughly spaced out by Baxter 
himself. Apparently either Baxter (or more probably the booksellers) were 
not satisfied with its appearance, and so a variant was set up and printed off 

with later impressions of the book. Even this did not give entire satisfaction 
and yet a third variant was substituted, in which the matter of the title is 
again modified and re-arranged, with a view, it would seem, to attracting 
the eye; and this time the booksellers take the opportunity of making their 
“own names rather more conspicuous. It is the third variant which found its 
way into the Term Catalogue; and this should prove that the three followed 
-one another quickly, while the work was fresh on the market. The second is 
the form most commonly met with. None of these is a ‘‘cancel”’ title. It 
would appear probable that the whole edition of the body of the work was 
rinted off at one time, but that the first sheet was kept standing in type, and 
mly enough copies printed off from time to time to meet immediate demands, 
us giving an opportunity for slight alterations, insertion of errata, and so 
orth with later issues. It would, I believe, be easy to collect evidence to 
shew that this was a common custom at this time. 


BAXTER AND Dr. Wittiams.—This little book has for us a personal as 
well as a bibliographical interest in that it contains the story of the laying 
a ghost by the Foundér. Chapter XII (page 218) is headed “A Dublin- 
ance, attested by Mr. Daniel Williams, now in London.”’ The statement 
dated August 21, 1691, and the following extracts will be of interest. __ 

“ About the year 1678 I knew a young woman who was niece to 
Alderman Arundel, in Dublin. 

“In her said uncle’s house she was pursued with very terrible noises; 
as by violent stroaks on the wainscots and chests, in what chambers she 
frequented... . Se ag 

“Several nights were spent in prayer with her, by Ministers. . . .— 
Mr. Chambers and Mr. Keys were employed there the night before I had 
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«|. There were many people (as usual) sat up with us: I preache 
from Heb. 2. 18, and contrived to be at prayer at that time when th 
noise used to be greatest. 

‘When I was at prayer, the woman, kneeling by me, catched violentl 
at my arm, and afterwards told us, she saw a terrible sight: but it please 
God, there was no noise at all. And from that time, God graciousl 
freed her from all that disturbance.” 


BAXTER’S Last TREATISE.—We must not leave the subject of Baxte 
without expressing our thanks to Dr. Powicke for unearthing from among: 
our Baxter MSS. and to the Trustees of the John Rylands Library for pul 
lishing in their Bulletin, a posthumous work by Baxter: “The poor husbanc¢ 
man’s advocate to rich racking landlords.” The little treatise throws 
vivid light on rural conditions in England at the end of the seventeent 
century. It has been reprinted from the John Rylands Library Bulleti 
and can be borrowed as a pamphlet. 


DonaTions.—Our special thanks are due to Mr. Alfred Woolgar ¢ 
Portsmouth for the gift of a copy of Thomas Pierce, Dean of Sarum’s ‘ Law an 
Equity of the Gospel,’ 4to, 1686. Dr. Pierce was one of the many with who 
Baxter crossed swords; we have recently had occasion to check and revis 
the heading under his name in our catalogue, and Mr. Woolgar’s welcome git 
comes most opportunely to fill one of the gaps in our set of his works.
